Chriſt 
appeared in fleſh, ſes Adminiſtration began ro be ſilent, 
and drew back, and ſer Jeſus Chrilt in the Chair, tobe the 
oreat Prophet that ſhould be the Teacher. in Types after 
him ; and the Miniſtration of theſe diſcoveries were to reign 
in the world their appointed times : Even ſo the Lamb Chriſt 
Jeſus, or that ſingle body, gives way to the: Holy Ghoſt, or 
ſpreading Spirit, Joh. 16.7. Joh. 17.21. 1f 1 go not away, 
the Comforter cannot come to you : for he that dwells bodily 
in me, 1s to ſpread himſelf in you, that as the Father in me» 
andT in him,are one ; even fo Iin you and you in me, may 
become one with the Father.

declare the glory of the myſtery, . The man Chriſt Jeſus rold 
the womah of Samaria, Woman, the time ts coming and now ts, 


that neither in Jeruſalem nor n this mountain ſhall men worſhip 


the Father ; but they that worſhip him, ſhall worſhip hims in ſpir 
C& in truth, for the Father ſeeks ſuch vo worſhip htm : by theſe 
words as alſo, Luk, 17. 21. Joh, 4.45. -the ſon of man de- 
clares that both outward forms, cultoms, and types of Moſes 


worſhip under that miniſtration ar Fersſalem, likewiſe all 


forms, and cultoms, and types of this miniltration of himſelf, 
as the Lamb held forth ar a diſtance to be our Mediator, 
ſhould all ceaſe, and give way to the ſpiritual worſhip of the 
Father in the latter days, or tothe ſpreading of the Divine 
power in men; the one Law of righteouſneſs being the 
Teacher of all: {o that upon the rifing up of Chritt in ſons 


 anddaughrers, which is his ſecond coming, the miniftration 


of Chritt in one ſingle perſon 1s to be filent and draw back, 
and ſer the ſpreading power of righteouſneſs and wiſdom in 


the chair, of whoſe kingdom there ſhall be no end © ſo as all 


things were gone out trom the Spirit, and were gone aſtray, 
and corrupted : the Spirit inthis great myltery of truth being 
manifelted in the fleſh, burns up that droſs our of the Creati- 
on, and draws in all things again back into himſelf, and de- 
clares himſelf to be the alone wiſdom and power of righte- 
ouſneſs, that rules, dwells, that governs and preſerves both 
in and over the whole Creation, 2 (or, 5.19. 1 (or. 5. 24 
and now the Son delivers up the Kingdom ro God the Fa- 
ther ; and he thar 1s the ſpreading power , not one ſingle 
perſon, become all in all in every perfon, that is the one 
King of righteouſneſs in every one. 

Here is plainly ſeen what the d/v1dr-g of time 1s, which is 
the laſt period in which the Bea{tis to reign : for now every 
miniſtrat1on pleads his priviledge ill the Law of righteouſ- 
neſs drown upallin himſelf. .oſes yet pleads priviledge in 
the practice of the Jewes after the fleſh : the Son of man, 
Chriſt in one ſingle perſon, pleads a priviledg; and not onely 
thetrue miniſtration of the Son of -man according tothe A- 


poſtles declaration, bur likewiſe many falſe forms, cultoms ., ;

and obſervations of worſhipping ate raiſed up through a 
wrong underſtanding of thoſe Scriptures ; all pleads their 
priviledge : and laſtly, the miniſtration of the Spirit, forſa- 


king all forms and rypes, worſhipping the Father in the ſub - 


ſtance of truth, this now pleads his priviledge as his due right 
by courſe. Sothat you ſee here is the d4:viding of time. Bur 


chis laſt miniſtration is the ſufferer for the pretent, as being + 


denied his right by the former that ought co give way : and 
_ as the worſhippers in e Moſes minittration envied and 
Killed thoſe as worſhipped the Son of man, the Lamb and 
his worſhippers ; ſo now thoſe chac worſhip Chriſt at a 
_ diſtance, in their ſeveral Congregations and Forms , and 
- are molt zealous therein » are in theſe dayes the moſt 
bictereft enemies to the miniſtration of Chriſt in the ſpi- 
ric and in cruth. Bur when this miniſtration of the Spurir 
ſpreads himſelf, he will m#ke the greareſt ſeparation that e- 
ver was: for though Iſraels ſeparation our of Eg ypr amazed 
the World;and the ſeparation of gathered Congregations 
out of Pariſh Churches (ſo called) did trouble the earth, 
though ir is no more but going out of one form into another, 


and none into the unity of the one Spiric : yet this miniſtra- 


rion of the Spirit now rifing up by right of inheritance, will 
take peace from the World much more ; for he hath begun, 
and he will go on to gather the icatrered of Iſrael together 
out of all Egyptian bondages and ſelf-ſeeking cpprefiing Go- 
vernments, and out of all forms and cuſtoms of the Bealt, ro 
worſhip the Facher in ſpirit inand truth,being made co be all 
of one heart and one minds and this ſhall more and more 
___ as the day approacheth, which: hath already daw- 
ned. 

Therefore ler me tell you, that all your enmity will nor 
uphold your forms; your impriſoning, and reviting, and ma=- 
king Laws to ſuppreſs ſuch as are contrary to you, will never 
work your will,but pull miſeries and ſhame upon your ſelyes, 
as the zealous Scribes and Phariſees did, in killing the uf 
one Chriſt the Son of man. Therefore be patient. look up 
to him for teaching, from whom every good and perfett gift 
eometh down;even. the Father of lights, in whom there ts no va»

tion, that vvere not bred inthe Univerfity : but know all of 
you that are deſpiſers of them that are good, and have them 
in contempt for their poverty, and becauſe they areunlearn- 
ed in your Logick and Tongues » as men are ; vvhy I muſt 
tell you, you are all bur pricks of the Thorn-buſh, nor 
Branches of the Vine, and you are the curſe that is now ve - 
ry neer unto burning.

treading all under foot in whon the ſpirit of the Lamb ap- 
pears ; Which all thoſe that are born again do ſee and know 
chis to be true, and that theſe are the Randing Enemies a- 
oainſt Chritt ; their Churches, as they call them, are the 
Succeſlors of. the Jews Synagogues, and are houſes of bon- 
dage, And though they have prevailed with the Magiſtrates 
for their Tythes, ro ſettle them, yet they ſhall finde the laſt

it is but that rhe Scriptures may be fulfilled ; they ſhall ſay or 
ſpeak all manner of evil , falſly, againit them for my ſake ;

Olet ſuch fear, and tremble, and repent : for 
without heavenly 7er»ſalems are all ſvearers, drunkards, and 
all Lyers, who have their portion in the lake chat burnerh 
with fire and Brimſtone.
